“There are few' d iseases which cause 


more discom fort and 
real suffering 


than that known as hay fever, hay 


asthm a or rose cold," says 
Dr. M. 
P. Ravenel, of the department of pre­ 
ventive m edicine of the U niversity of 
Missouri. 
Doctor R avenel says the 
sym ptom s come*on with sneezing and 
watering of the eyes, resem bling in 
many wavs the sym ptom s of an acute 
cold, though it is much more prolong­ 
ed and the degree more intense. Often 
tim es it is accom panied by asthma. 
It has been the most difficult of 
all d iseases to prevent and cure, and 
it is only recently that 
the cause of it 
has 
been found. 
It has now 
been 
definitely proved that hay fever is 
due 
to the pollens of various plants. 
The 
m ost com m on of these are prob­ 
ably golden rod, tim othy grass, a n i 
rag weed. 
The album inous portion of 
tho pollens 
produces 
the 
disease. 
Som e people are susceptible to var­ 
ious pollens and som e are not, as they 
have either becom e im m unized or else 
they have not the peeutjar sen sitiv e­ 
ness to the album inous constituents 
of the pollen. 
T he disease is periodi­ 
cal, com ing on each year, alm ost on 
the sam e day. 
R esearches have m ade possible the 
discovery of a vaccine for the pre­ 
vention of the d isease, which is quite 
successful. 
Much relief ran he given 
by this treatm ent and in the majority 
of eases the attack can be warded of. 
Vaccines are now* on the m a r k e t,, usu­ 
ally put up in little tubes containing 
the full dose with directions for in­ 
a ctio n under the skin. 
It is best to 
begin the treatm ent 
six or eight w eeks 
in advance of the tim e of the expect­ 
ed attack. By the use of the vaccines 
oho is made im m une ta the pollens 
of the various plants. 
It is likew ise essen tial in the pre- 
vention of hay fever, that all grass 
and w eeds he kept down as much as 


possible.

ble aid to the Entente allies. It is as­ 
serted that the early reverses of the 
R ussians might have run 
into com 
plcte disaster if the Italians had no! 
just at the time of the Russian re­ 
treat entered the conflict and forced 
Austria to employ a vast number of 
her troops on the southern bounda­ 


ry. Further, the offensive which the 
Italians have launched from Time to 
time rendered it im possible for Aus­ 
tria to carry out her purpose of send­ 
ing troops and artillery either to the 
aid of the German crown prince in 
the attack on Verdun or to fight the 
Russians. 


A s given out the Italian statem ent 
re a d s as foil ow s :

They were 
fighting for a principle of nationality 
to which Italy is indebted for her ex­ 
ist once. They were fighting for prin­ 
ciples of law' and 
.justice 
of which 
Italy has been an exponent since the 
time of the Romans. 
“ Furthermore, Italy could no longer 
delay solution of the question of the 
Italian provinces that were still sub 
jet t to persecution by Austria. 
It 
was imperative that Italy should eon 
test the frontier imposed by Austria 
after the war of 1866, which gave her 
northern neighbors possession Of all 
the gates and 
passes 
leading into 
Italy. It was 
imperative 
also that 
Italy should gain suprem acy 
in the 
Adriatic, without which 
she 
could 
never be said to enjoy peace and lib 
city in full security. 


Unprepared for War. 
“Although unprepared for war, way 
fortunately possessed in General Ca* 
de* na a powerful organize r and a 
cautious strategist. Taking the Ital­ 
ian army on its modest peace footing 
as a backbone, he 
transformed it. 
through m iracles of energy and mili­ 
tary science, into 
a 
powerful, effi­ 
cient, brilliant, modern army, which 
on May 24, 1915, the day after war 
was declared 
on 
Austria, suddenly 
threw itself across the whole frontier 
into the enem y's territory. 
“ In doing this, 
General 
Cadorna 
won two principal advantages; first, 
he gained the 
initiative 
of action 
secondly, he made Austria the scene 
of ihe warfare. Throughout the cam­ 
paign Cadorna aimed 
to render his 
allies the greatest possible service. 
“ Daly began her operations just at

Root, 
of the Missouri 
agricultural college, 
to urge the members of girls’ canning 
clubs throughout the state to can as 
much fruit and vegetables as possi­ 
ble before it is too late. It is one of 
the principles of these clubs, organ­ 
ized and directed by the college, to 
see that nothing 
is 
wasted if they 
can m ake good use of it. In her re­ 
cent letter of directions to the girls 
Miss Root makes many suggestions 
that are just as 
applicable 
in the 
kitchens of grown-ups 
as anywhere 
else. She says: 
"Canning club members 
may vary 
the work by 
canning fruit 
juices 
They are a valuable addition to the 
canning collection, as they 
can 
be 
used in so many 
ways . T here is a I 
great advantage in preparing them in 
large quantities to be used through­ 
out the year. 
“Fruit juices lend themselves to a 
large variety 
of uses, such as ices, 
flavoring, ice 
cream, gelatine des­ 
serts, pudding and sauces. There is 
no more refreshing and easily pre­ 
pared drink for a hot 
day 
than an 
iced fruit juice. 
“The juice may he extracted front 
the fruit cold by crushing the fruit 
in a fruit press or a cider mill, or a 
small press after 
it 
is washed and 
sorted. The most economical method 
for the extraction of juice is to cook 
it out. 
“if juicy fruits, such 
as currants, 
raspberries 
and 
grapes 
are 
being 
used, place the clean fruit in an en- 
{amelet! preserving 
kettle, 
add 
just 
enough water to prevent burning (I 
cup to four or five quarts of fruit). 
Place where fruit 
will 
cook rather 
slowly, stirring 
occasionally 
with a 
wooden or enameled 
spoon. 
When 
the simmering point is reached mash 
the* fruit, then continue heating until 
the whole mass 
is 
cooked through. 
Care should be taken not to heat too 
long as the delicate 
flavor 
is de­ 
stroyed. 
Pour the hot. mass into a 
sufficiently 
large 
piece 
of 
coarse 
cloth, cheese 
cloth 
or 
flour 
sack 
which lias been wrung out of hot wm- 
ter. Tie opposite corners together and 
let juic e drain into an earthenw are or 
enameled dish. If a clear juice is de­ 
sired, as for jelly, do not squeeze the 
bag. 
However, 
for 
general 
use, 
squeeze the bag until all the juice is 
extracted. 
From 
less 
juicy 
fruits, 
like apples, pears and quinces, wash 
the fruit, discard 
any 
unsound por­ 
tions, cut into small pieces (skins and 
seeds included), 
cover 
with water, 
then proceed just as in tho case of 
juicy fruits. 
“fa n n in g 
fruit 
juice—Fill 
clean 
jars with juice. 
Adjust 
the rubbers 
aru! screw the tops on loosely. Lower 
upon rack into canner, cover w ith hot 
w ater and sterilize fifteen 
minutes. 
Count from the time when the wanter 
in the canner begins to boil. Remove 
jars, screw lids tight and cool away 
from draught.” 
Those who are interested in other 
phases of canning will probably wish 
to write the Missouri college of ag­ 
riculture for circular 9 of the exten­ 
sion service, which was recently is­ 
sued.

Because, on the present relation of 
gains to losses, of what we sell to 
what w'e’re getting for it; if our cas­ 
ualties were ten times what they are, 
the wrar would be over before the 
summer is over, and Germany would 
be down and out.” 
“And PII tell you another thing,” 
said the other oflierc.

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Each egg produced by good, vigor­ 
ous hens running with a strong roos­ 
ter and housed and fed under proper 
conditions is the possibility of another 
chick. 
In the egg is a home and it 
contains feed, w ater and all that is 
necessary for the development of the 
chick, except heat. 
It is the appli­ 
cation of this heat under favorable 
conditions that is called incubation. 
At the time the egg is laid the de­ 
velopment of th* chick has been go­ 
ing on rapidly for several hours. 
As 
soon as the temperature drops down 
below 70 degrees F. this growth stops 
and the embryo goes into a resting 
stage until the egg is again warmed 
up. 
This very young chick, called 
the blastoderm, rests on the upper sur­ 
face of the yolk. 
Immediately surrounding the yolk 
extending out at opposite sides toward 
the large and small ends of the egg 
is a dense opaque layer of albumin 
or white called chalaza which tends 
to support the yolk and lessons its 
movement, except as it revolves on 
the chalaza as an axis to keep tho 
blastoderm at the top. 
The rest of 
the white is more watery and more 
transparent and is surrounded by two 
rather tough membranes and the shell. 
These two membranes separate at the 
large end of the egg and form the air 
cell which in a fresh egg is about the 
size of a dime, but increases with age 
due to evaporation of moisture. 
The 
shell being porous permits the passage 
of air or moisture in or out.

i he capture of two orang-outangs for 
European zoos.

been sent to Singapore for shipment. 
The huntsmen, headed by Charles 
Mayer, an expert 
in 
wild 
animals, 
who recently arrived in Borneo on a 
collecting 
expedition for 
European 
zoos, set out for the Landak river re­ 
gion to capture 
two 
orang-outangs 
which made the adjacent country un­ 
safe for travelers. 
Natives 
were 
engaged to fell th** 
;rees within a radius of about a quar­ 
ter of a mile of the tree in which the 
<iant apes had their abode, with tile 
x* opt ion of those 
immediately 
sur­ 
rounding it, which were only partly 
cut. 
Mayer then began cautiously to ap 
broach the apes’ tree, and after sighi­ 
ng the animals, which were of im- 
nense size, he gave his men a pre- 
irranged signal, and with a terrific 
rash the partly lopped trees fell to 
he ground. 
A fire of branches was then lit un- 
ierneath the apes’ tree, and when the 
■mioke had driven the animals to seek 
refuge in the topmost limbs, some of 
the natives began felling the trees, 
while others held in 
readiness 
two 
large nets in which to catch the apes. 
The trees swayed and fell, and, utter­ 
ing savage cries, 
the 
two 
animals, 
their long arms tightly clasping one 
another’s bodies, came to the ground 
tnd the nets were thrown over them. 
The male orang, contriving to re- 
'ease one of his arms, 
managed I** 
hitch Mayer by 
the 
leg and drag 
ged him towards tile net. 
Mayer de­ 
brided himself with an ax, hut ins 
eg w as broken before his men could 
come to the rescue 
and 
divert the 
it tack by belaboring the ape with a 
club. The animal then released hi.-, 
hold on Mayer and seized one of the 
natives, who was killed before any 
me could come to his assistance. A 
second native also fell a victim to 
‘he fury of the animal, and while ef­ 
forts were being made to release him 
he female orang released her arms 
rom the net and killed two men and 
•rippled a third. 
Mayer was 
carried 
away 
uncon 
cious and after having been attend­ 
'd by a native medicine man, 
was 
brought to Rynbang in Dutch North 
Borneo. His condition is serious. 
Four days later Ins

ants arrived there, bring with them

Tile measure provides for criminal 
prosecution of offenders against its 
articles, the first offense being pun­ 
ishable by fine, and a repetition by 
imprisonment for a maximum term of 
three months and liability to dismissal 
without possibility of re*urn to public 
serai*-**. 
Employes on street cars, omnibuses, 
taxicabs,

boats are to be subject to the pro­ 
visions of the bill, as wadi as soldiers 
and sailors, but tile king has the pow­ 
er to grant dispensation to the of­ 
ficers and crews of warships visiting 
foreign ports, where they may be en­ 
tertained by I heir hosts or have to 
give entertainment in return.

To lay well during the summer and 
f.'ill months, the hens must have an 
abundance of tender vegetable matter. 
As the weather becomes warm and 
dry, the grasses and vegetation on the 
rungo become tough and fibery, and 
are not eaten by the hens in sufficient 
quantity to Induce the best egg yield.

AIR SUPPLY FOR INCUBATORS 


Not Possible to Hatch Healthy, Vigor­ 
ous Chicks in Bad Air, Heavy 
W ith Lamp Fumes. 


Because a hen w ill make her nest 
in what seems to us a stuffy corner 
of the henhouse, and hatch her brood 
of chicks, we are sometimes inclined 
lo feel that the incubator w ill hatch 
a brood of chicks, tucked in a com er 
of a room where it w ill be out of the 
way, or down in the cellar against the 
wall.

PROPER TIME FOR HATCHING 


Chicks Provided W ith Abundance of 
Green Feed Grow More Rapidly 
Than Those in Yards. 


Growing chicks that have, during 
the summer, been provided with an 
abundance of range, shade and green 
fond w ill prow much more rapidly and 
more evenly than those crowded into 
small bare yards. 
The character of 
the range must, therefore, he consid­ 
ered in deciding oq the time for prop­ 
er hatching. 
Tf the chicks are hatched too early, 
they are apt to po into a fall molt a f­ 
ter laying a few eggs in the late sum­ 
mer. and are not likely to resume lav­ 
ing again until well into the winter, 
or after one or more of the most prof­ 
itable laying months have passed. 
On 
the other hand, they should he hatched 
early enough to allow a sufficient time 
for normal m aturity before the com­ 
ing of cold wea thcr in the full.

I SALT USED AS A FERTILIZER 
I 
------------- 
Results of Experiments Noted in Re­ 
port Received by Department 
of Agriculture. 


Fertilizer experiments with beets 
nm! turnips on a variety of soils to 
determine the extent to which com­ 
mon suit may be used us a substitute 
for potash are noted in a report re- 
eently received by the department of 
agriculture. 
Common salt was used 
at tin* rate of 425 pounds per acre and 
a HI per cent potash salt fit the rate 
of 175 pounds p«*r acre. 
The two salts gave practically the 
same results with 
sugar beets, al­ 
though neither materially Increased 
the J ield. 
Turnips showed ti smaller 
potash requirement than sugar beets. 
Where common salt was used in a 
complete fertilizer mixture, I nor wises 
in crop yields were obtained. 
The 
conclusion is reached that .‘17 p<*r cent 
potash salts may often be replace! by 
common salt for fodder mots, fleets 
especially. 
It is also concluded that 
increased yields produced by additions 
of potash salts are not duo solely to 
the fact that potassium is an essential 
nutritive element.

We know the hens are fpnd ol 
earthworms, and there are many mor­ 
sels of food selected from fresh earth 
by the hens; therefore it is a good 
plan to turn some earth over In the 
lion each day with a spade, says a 
writer In Farm and Home. This should 
be done each morning as the earth­ 
worms come to the surface each night 
then go back into the earth when the 
sun conies up. 
Therefore the work 
should be done between daylight and 
sun-up. 
If it cannot be done at tills 
time some boards or an old door should 
be laid on the ground where the dig­ 
ging is to be done. This protects the 
worms so they remain nenr the sur­ 
face. 
A space of soil three feet 
square turned over each morning will 
furnish 20 hens with frosh earth to 
work in during the day, and by mov­ 
ing systematically about the yard it 
will prevent the soil from becoming 
contaminated with disease.

et. 
The warm air cannot strike the 
ice directly to melt it immediately.—

BENEFITS OF DRAINED SOILS 


Deeper Feeding Ground Offered for 
Plants— Increase in Crop Yield 
May Be Expected. 


A drained soil offers a deeper feed­ 
ing ground for the plants. 
Tile roots 
of most cultivated crops will not go 
into saturated soil and will die if k«*pt 
under water without air for more than 
a short time. 
The root zone is then, 
not the depth alleve the point of per­ 
manent saturation, but only that soil 
into which the fluctuating water-table 
does not rise except for periods too 
short to injure the plants seriously. 
Drainage tends to increase this depth 
to that of the drains, thus making a 
greater quantity of food available. 
Hence, an increase iii crop yield may 
ordinarily be expected from the drain­ 
age of such land already under culti­ 
vation.
